dry while the coastal homeowners were flooded 
after local heayy rains. Making it sound as 
though the sugar farmer was pumping water off ` 
of farmland onto them. The fact is, South Flori- 
da doesn't experience uniform rainfall. Some 
areas of Martin and Palm Beach County had as 
much as 20 inches of rain, while the Everglades 
Agricultural area averaged 6 inches of rainfall 
during the same time period. Twice in the 90's 
virtually the entire Everglades Agricultural 
Area was under water following locally heavy 
rains while urban areas remined dry. 

The bottom line is farmers are continually 
finding new and better ways to grow crops, con- 
serve water, and care for the environment. 

I ask that you don't get mislead into believing 
that a two cent per pound tax ($72 millión a 
year) on Florida's sugar producers is the answer 
to the problem of the Everglades.

Florida schools could lose up to $224 million 
this year if predicted/Short falls in state tax rev- 
énues become a reality. Educators argue that 
education is already grossly underfunded. 
What's a school superintendent to do? 

One thing school districts could do to locate 
more money for education is to eliminate finan- 
cial subsidies 'to the teachers' unions. According 
to informed estimates, the National Education 
Association takes in.as much as $1 billion a year 
in dues and other income and certainly does not 
need to be subsidized by local school districts. 

The first subsidy that should be addressed is 
the NEA political action committee (PAC) pay- 
roll deduction that's processed in most school 
districts at по:сһагре to the unions. 

Florida Statute 447.303 states "Any employee 
organization which has been certified as a bar- 
gaining right to have its dues and uniform 
assessments deducted and collected by the 
employer from the salaries of those employ- 
ees.... Reasonable costs to the employer of said 
deductions shall be a proper subject of collective 
bargaining." 

Exactly how this transaction should be han- 
dled is not spelled out. In most cases the local 
School board bears the cost of processing the 
hich normally includes the 
PAC contribution. In other words, union mem- 
bers have their dues withheld from each pay- 
check by the local school board which then 
transmits the money: to the union. 

House Education Committee Chairwoman 
Cynthia Chestnut, D-Gainesville, states that 
collecting money for a union's political action 
committee is "no different than collecting money 
for United Way." 

Not withstanding the fact that teachers 
unions are well able to pay for their own dues 
tollection costs, at issue here is not their dues 
deductions, it is their PAC deductions. 

The United Way funds charities, not political 


| campaigns. The money giver to unions for their 


political'action committees is used to fund politi- 
cal campaigns, not charities. So there is a big 
difference. 

And what kinds of campaigns Uoes this money 
finance? Here are some examples from the 1994- 
95 National Education Association Handbook: 

Teachers should be trained to give students 
"...ап accurate portrayal of the roles and contri- 
butions of gay, lesbian, and bisexual people 
throughout history, with acknowledgment of.

Regardless of one's view on these controversial 
issues none of them have anything to do with 
teaching children. Moreover, in the November 
1994 elections, the NEA endorsed 330 national 
candidates; 327 were Democrats, one was an 
Independent, and two were Republicans. One 
wonders: Are Florida teachers aware of th 
skewed use of their PAC contributions, and 
should Florida taxpayers be subsidizing such 
partisan activity? 

A related issue is the reverse check-off policy 
for PAC contributions instituted by the FTP- 
NEA (the Florida branch of the NEA). After 
paying basic membership dues of $350 to $450 
per year (depending on the school district) many 
members would prefer not to make an addition~’ 
al contribution to the PAC. To circumvent.this, 
the FTP-NEA has instituted a reverse check-off 
policy in 13 of its 19 Florida union districts, in 
effect taking away a member's right not to con- 
tribute. A.reverse check-off means that political 
contributions are automatically deducted from 
members' paychecks (along with membership 
dues), whether or not a given member-wants tp 
contribute to the political activities of the union‘ ) 

Members who do not wish to contribute to the 
PAC must fill out a form requesting a réfund, a 
process that, if not costly, is certainly a nuisance 
and one which many union members do not take 
the time to do. If this is not illegal, is is certain, 
ly questionable, 

Over the last several decades, the Nationa} 
Education Association has become the largest 


most. powerful union in the world. Its political) 


arm, NEA PAC, has also grown, both in dollars 
collected and in political power, At the 1993 
Democratic National Convention, the NEA had 
the largest number of delegates of any grou 
represented; in fact, one in eight delegates wad 
an NEA member. With income estimated at $1 
billion per year and with the political ‘clout men; 
tioned above, the NEA does not need handouts 
from local school boards that are already; 
strapped for cash for textbooks and teacher: 
The Florida legislature should end this md.

GFC seeks public input concerning 
proposed bass regulations 


The Florida Game and Fresh 
Water Fish Commission (GFC) 
is seeking public comment on 
a proposed fishing regulation 
designed to incréase the num- 
ber of large, quality-sized bass. 

The proposed regulation 
would impose a daily bag limit 
of five bass, two of which could 
include butterfly peacock bass. 
Only one fish could (be greater 
than 14-inches long." 

The proposed regulation 
would only spply in specific 


areas of the Everglades Region 
of south Florida which 
includes Palm Beach, 


Broward, Dade, Monroe, Col- 


Lucie counties. 
Areas under consideration 
could include the conservation 


water management areas, 
canal systems, or major lakes 
within the region. 


Currently, there are two sep- 
arate regulations governing 
the taking of largemouth bass 
and butterfly peacock .bass, 
said Everglades Regional Fish- 
ery Biologist Frank Morello. 

e current largemouth bass. 
regulation allows for a bag 
limit of five largemouth bass 
per day, all of which must be 
14-inches minimum. The but- 
terfly peacock bass regulation

only one of-which may be over

"The new regulation was 
designed to protect „апа 
increase the number of quali- 
ty-sized bass," Morello said.

"These 
smaller fish are generally pre- 
ferred table fare, and are less 


likely to contain excessive 


mercury content."

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From the old cypress stump at Chief Jim Billie's 
camp, where he taps his feet to the strum of a guitar and 
the cook fire dances moon shadows on the paimctto- 
thatched chickees, he sings of his journeys in this 
mysterious and magnificent land where the Seminole 
Indians live. Barefoot children gather in his midst to draw 
in the sand and sing with his words, many of the verses in 
the vanishing native language his music strives to 
preserve. The old folks lean this way and that, arms 
akimbo, proud and secure that someone is carrying on. 


From this special perspective, utilizing folk and 
country music formats, Chief Jim Billie reveals and 
celebrates the legendary world of the Seminole. A 
member of the Bird Clan, James Edward Billie was born 
half-breed on the grounds of a South Florida tourist 
attraction and raised in a series of families, white and 
Indian. In Vietnam, at the height of the grueling conflict, 
he found courage, strength and confidence lurking about 
a landscape so. strikingly similar to the harsh and 
wondrous habitats of his boyhood in Florida's Big 
Cypress Swamp. 


In 1979, he was elected Chairman of the 
Seminole Tribe of Florida -- the Chief -- a post he holds 
to this day. History will forever note the stunning 
economic strides made by the Seminoles since Jim Billie 
took charge and the effect his leadership has had all 
across American Indian Country. But, there is more than 
corporate decisions and boardroom management to this 
Native Son; for it is within his music that Jim Billie fecls 
closest to the rhythms of the life and landscape he so 
voraciously enjoys. 

‚ For the past three decades, his songs have been 
„sung at festivals and taverns, club meetings and campfire 


sessions, concert stages and television studios, in juke 
boxes and on radios, around the world. A regular 
performer at the prestigious Florida Folk Festival. his 
work has been preserved in both album and video. 
Country music legend John Anderson ("Seminole Wind") 
counts Jim Billie among his personal influences. Jim 
Billie's music has even been used in the treatment of both 
autistic and emotionally disturbed children. Scores of 
Florida schoolchildren know how to count to ten in the 
Seminole language due to his "Counting Song" lullaby.
